Next to the vastness of this army 
of the Church of God f am impressed 
with the banners which are fluttering 
over 
it. You know that what the 
m ilitary uniform is to the soldier as 
aa individual, the flag or banner is 
■to the army as a whole. 
It is the 
•sign 
by which the soldiers of one 
nation 
are 
distinguished 
from 
the 
soldiers of another nation. 
Because 
our own beloved American flag rep­ 
resents so much, you always find it, 
the 
most 
honored emblem 
in 
the 
oamp or the field. 
I was never more 
impressed with this fact than some 
time ago, when I went to the Pre­ 
sidio, 
or army quarter of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
I went 
there 
with 
a 
very 
Important message to the command­ 
an t of the post, Colonel Lundeen. 
from the Commanding General of the 
C oast Lieutenant-General McArthur. 
Suddenly, while I was talking to the 
Colonel, the sunset gun 
was fired 
and the post flag began to flu Gei­ 
stown. 
At once 
Colonel 
Lundeen 
stopped 
talking 
to 
me 
and 
faced 
about and stood at attention before 
Allose falling colors. 
Not one word 
would he speak until the ceremony 
of lowering the flag was ended. 
The flag, the American flag, means 
*o 
much. 
It 
is 
the 
protecting 
emblem of our national government. 
In time of battle it is the great 
railing point for our soldiers. 
When 
th e flag goes down, confusion reigns; 
hence one of the most dangerous, 
yet most honored posts in the army. 
is 
that of a color-guardsnjan. 
So 
precious are the regimental colors 
that they are always surrounded by 
the 
best and the 
bravest soldiers 
when the regiment is in the field. 
Now it is appropriate for the Gos­ 
pel Army to have a flag like any 
other army. 
W hat kind of a banner 
is floating over this great army of 
tho Church? There is only one flag, 
and that is the banner of the Cross. 
W hatever you do, wherever you go. 
there in the Gospel Army you can 
alw ays find 


THE BANNER OF THE CROSS. 
As in other organized armies there 


are to *the Gospel forces different 
legiments which are called denomin­ 
ations. 
There 
is 
the 
Episcopalian 
regiment, the Baptist regiment, the 
Presbyterian regiment; the Lutheran 
regiment, the 
Congregational 
regi­ 
ment and 
the Methodist 
regiment. 
Every regiment has its own denomi­ 
national flag carried alongside of the 
flag of the Cross. Is it not a glorious 
thought that as the years go on 
there is ah increasing tendency to 
throw away our sectarian flags and 
lift higher and higher the blood-red 
flag of the atoning Cross of Jesus 
Christ? 


But there is another fact about 
this Gospel Army that I wish to em-! 
phasize. It is an advancing army, a 
conquering army, an army upon the 
offensive. But it is also an army that 
is 
more and more becoming pos­ 
sessed of purer aud holier ideals. The 
nearer the time approaches when the 
church, as a bride is to place her 
hand in that of the divine Bridge- 
groom, the more carefully she arrays 
herself in the pure white robes that 
are to be her wedding garments. How 
different is man s idea of purity from 
the divine standard! 
Br. F. B. Meyer, the great English 
preacher, taught this truth in a sim­ 
ple way. He was making a pastoral 
call upon one of his church mem­ 
bers, who was a washerwoman. She 
was one of the most devoted Chris­ 
tians, and one of the saintliest char­ 
acters in his church. Like all good 
Christian washerwomen, she did her 
work as conscientiously at the tub 
as at the prayer meeting. Her clean 
linen was hanging upon the lines and 
Iv ing around drying when the preach­ 
er called. ‘What beautiful clean linen 
you have!” said her pastor. “Yes,” 
answered the woman, “If God wants 
me to be a washerwoman I must 
make the clothes white for his glory, 
just as I pray well for his glory.” 
But during Dr. Meyer's visit, the 
snowflakes began to fall. When he 
came to the door to say “good-bye, 
the white mantle of winter was ev­ 
erywhere. But the snow was so white 
now that it made the linen clothes 
grimy in comparison. Then Dr. Mey 
er said, “Oh, madam, your clothes do 


not look as clean now as they did ” 
Of course not,” replied the woman. 
Remember, God s white is always 
purer 
than 
m ans 
white.”

nearer the church comes to union 
with 
Christ, 
the 
hearer

purer become its ideals. Then the 
more its wedding garments take upon 
themselves the purity and spotless­ 
ness of Gods whiteness and Gj »s 
love.

To hear some pessimists talk, one 
would suppose that no* only namer!* 
eally, but also in purity and ideals, 
the church is rapidly deteriorating.

vating its ideals.

We 
say 
that the 
American 
people are lost to all sense of honor 
and decency, when corporation funds 
are accepted by political parties.

Wall Street Is an outrage. 
We say 
that the State legislatures are only 
puppets of monopolies, and that the 
municipal councils are owned, body 
and mind aud soul by the railroad 
corporations.
